Milton Greenberg, chairman 
of the board of selectmen for 
the past three years, will seek 
his third three year term on 
that board in the annual town 
election in March. 

A resident of 46 Sagamore 
Drive, Greenberg said in an- 
nouncing his candidacy for re- 
election this week that the 
challenges facing the town in 
the next three years will be as 
difficult as those of the past few 
years, and felt the need for 
sound business judgment 
necessary for the management 
of Andover’s affairs. 


Announcing his intent to seek 
re-election, Greenberg said: 

“The past six years during 
which I have served as your 
Selectman have been par- 
ticularly challenging for all of 
us. I believe that the next three 
years will be equally as dif- 
ficult, both in the private sector 
as well as in the public sector of 
the economy. There will be a 
continuing need in these times 
for sound business judgment in 
the management of Andover’s 
affairs and a deep appreciation 
for and understanding of the 
needs of all of our citizens. The 


escalating requirements for 
publicly-furnished services 
must continue to be examined 
closely, interpreted, and acted 
upon, 

“In asking the citizens of An- 
dover to return me to office I 
am mindful of these challenges 
and problems. I believe that my 
business training and 
background can continue to be 
useful. I hope that the citizens 
of Andover will express their 
confidence in my past perfor- 
mance by returning me as

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Bowen’s Charter Change 
Method Ires Colleagues 


Filing of an amendment to 
the charter by Selectman 
Richard J. Bowen has aroused 
the ire of his colleagues. 

Bowen, who had asked for 
discussion of a capital 
budgeting program placed on 
the agenda for four successive 
selectmen’s meetings, and hav- 
ing the item bypassed, last 
week filed his proposal with the 
town clerk which calls for a 
change in the charter. 

Monday night, the four 
members of the selectmen ex- 
pressed their displeasure at his 
actions, in the most vocal ob- 
jection to the former Andover 
manager who was elected to the 
board last March. 

The capital improvement 
program was on the agenda 
again this week, only higher in 
the order. When the item was 
reached, Chairman Milton 
Greenberg said the matter 
would be deferred until January 
awaiting the submission of a 
memorandum on the matter by 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin at that time. 

Bowen requested that the 
selectmen discuss the matter 
prior to the holding of a public 
hearing on the proposal. Filing 
his amendments to the charter 
with the town clerk last week 
makes it mandatory for the 
selectmen to hold a public hear- 
ing on the matter within three 
months. The proposal then goes 
to a town meeting and ultimate- 
ly to the electorate at the town 
election in order to be adopted. 

Bowen felt a discussion by the 
selectmen would serve a useful 
purpose before a public hearing 
was called. Greenberg replied 
that the matter would be held 
over to January. 

Selectman Susan Poore then 
commented that “‘it might have 
been better to have brought the 
matter before the board, rather 
than pursuing legal channels’ 
referring to Bowen’s filing for 
the charter change. 

Selectman Janet Lake 
responded that she thought the 
procedure followed by Bowen

was out of order. 

Bowen said the item had been 
on the agenda for four meetings 
at his request and never dis- 
cussed, the meetings adjour- 
ning before the item was reach- 
ed.

Bowen replied that he had to 
leave due to a personal matter,

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Improved Respect Aim Of Board Sf. 


The school committee last 
week encouraged the ad- 
ministration to ‘‘proceed with 
vigor’ to improve the ‘‘climate 
of respect’’ in the areas of 
property rights, individual 
differences and ‘appropriate 
group behavior.’’ 


They refused to pursue, 
however, the sensitive area of 
what is school committee 
policy versus what should be 
left to the administration. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert had 
asked for the topic to be I ae 
on the agenda and led off with 
some observations on property 
rights. 

He said one elementary prin- 
cipal had remarked recently 
that the amount of lost and 
found materials had increased 
drastically over the years. 

‘‘There’s something 
strange,’’ Seifert said, ‘‘when 
you see $40 and 150 coats going 
unclaimed. If we don’t respect 
property coming from our own 
homes, how can we expect kids 
to respect school property?’’ 

In the area of individual 
differences, he noted that com- 
petition between various 
‘“‘groups’’ becomes stronger 
when youngsters reach secon- 
dary school. 

Of course, he said, making 
headway in this area is 
“probably a 40-year project.”’ 

Maybe youngsters aren’t 
aware of what appropriate 
group behavior is,’’ Seifert said

Wormwood had said that added 
responsibilities would have a 
wide range and could be tailored 
to each student’s needs. They

“We're rewarding them for 
past actions,’’ Griggs said. ‘‘To 
sign a contract for more respon- 
sibility is not in keeping with the 
spirit of Open Ends.”’

He’s Not To Be Ignored 


Richard J. Bowen is an Andover selectman, (singular) as op- 
posed to a member of the selectmen (collective) and when his 
colleagues recognize that fact, possibly the rap ort they seek will 
return. 


Mr. Bowen as indicated in these columns in the past, is a student 
of municipal government. Based on his experience here as town 
manager and on his record in other communities, Mr. Bowen is not 
the silent type. When he has a proposal, or a suggestion, he WILL 
be heard. 


The selectman Monday night was what you might call chastised 
by his colleagues for initiating legal procedures for amending the 
town charter to provide for a capital improvement program. 

They were obviously disturbed that Bowen went through the 
provisions contained in the charter to provide for change, rather 
than allowing discussion of the matter at a regular selectmen’s 
meeting. 

They even protested his noting that the capital budget program 
had been on the agenda of selectmen’s meeting for the past three or 
four sessions without ever reaching the floor. 

Some time ago in these columns, we noted Mr. Bowen’s in- 
sistence on being heard at meetings, as well as his placing items on 
the agenda for consideration. 

For the most part his proposals, if aired at a meeting, are those 
of a lone voice, and his could be a danger in the months to come. 
The danger could be in that the board will develop a stature of be- 
ing opposed, simply because it is a Bowen proposal. 

We'll not deal with the specifics of Bowen’s proposal for man- 
dating a capital improvement program presentation by the town 
manager on an annual basis. 

The idea may well have merit. 

What we see in this latest board vs. Bowen policy, is, in essence a 


denial of a right of person to file for charter change, whether he be 
a selectman or a private citizen. 

That Bowen is a selectman is no reason for his colleagues to be 
critical of his actions, particularly in view of his desire, as an 
elected official, to get some action on a matter he feels important 
to the town. 

It is true that the item was on the agenda for the past several 
meetings. It is likewise true, that the item never reached the table 
since the board adjourned before finishing the agenda. 

But, it is likewise a fact that the item was placed well down on 
the agenda, thus jeopardizing its chances of reaching a discussion 
stage before an 11 p.m. meeting deadline. 

It is also a foregone conclusion that meetings can be carefully 
orchestrated to avoid discussion of an item, based on the establish- 
ment of an agenda and sufficient discussion planned around the 
item. 

While Bowen insisted Monday night that his proposal and the 
method of getting it attention was constructive, it was apparent his 
colleagues felt the methodology was destructive. 

Bowen as a private citizen has filed items for consideration by 
town meeting. In the case of altering the bylaw requiring a FinCom 
approval of money items for consideration at the October town 
meeting, his persistence in presenting the matter to more than one 
session, eventually resulted in approval. 

The only difference in his presentation of a charter amendment 
now, is that he is an elected public official, more than likely in- 
sisting on action by his colleagues. 

Basically, what is being proven is that the man at the end of the 
table is not to be ignored, whether his colleagues like his action or 
not.

soaring. Consumers would be 
compelled to cut down on their 
purchases. This would cause 
production to drop. Many eco- 
nomicsts believe an oil price rise 
would create serious commer- 
cial and political strains 
throughout the non-Communist 
world. 

So all the world will be watch- 
ing OPEC on December 15. But 
few people are paying attention 
to another oil organization. It’s 
called the International Energy 
Agency. Its participants are the 
giant international oil com- 
panies. 

Ostensibly, the IEA was estab- 
lished to combat the economic 
effects of another oil embargo. 
For two years, more than 30 oil 
companies have been holding 
secret meetings. The U.S. com- 
panies have been granted anti- 
trust exemptions to participate. 

The secret meetings usually 
are held at the headquarters of 
some international pil consor- 
tium such as Exxon or Shell. 


_ Sensitive information about sup- 


ply and demand is exchanged. 
The purpose, supposedly, is to 
prepare contingency plans for 
dealing with another world oil 
crisis. 

The meetings are monitored 
by federal antitrust lawyers, and 
written records are kept of the 
discussions. But the gatherings 
are altogether too secretive for 
comfort. The government’s anti- 
trust watchdogs have admitted 
to us that they can’t monitor 
what the oil executives say to 
one another outside the con- 
ference halls. 

The oilmen have been put on 
the honor system. But they have 
always considered it honorable 
to squeeze the highest possible 
profits out of the paying public.

As for written records, they 
aren't available to the public. 

Sources familiar with the set- 
up warn that it is dangerous. The 
international oil giants are able 
to gauge one another’s oil 
reserves and transportation 
capabilities. This could give 
them total control over the 
Western world’s oil supplies. 

The IEA hasn't violated any 
anti-monopoly laws. But like 
OPEC, its manipulations bear 
close watching. 

Boycotters Benefit: Presi- 
dent Ford has publicly criticized 
Arab boycott of firms which deal 
with Israel, but we have learned 
that his administration has sub- 
sidized the boycott with millions 
of dollars. 

We have learned that the 
federal government is finan- 
cially supporting the boycott- 
complying companies. For ex- 
ample, the Export-Import Bank 
and the Overseas Private Invest- 
ment Corporation have provided 
millions of dollars in aid to many 
of the U.S. firms which have par- 
ticipated in the boycott. 

The Export-Import Bank also 
gave loans, investment guaran- 
tees and insurance to 19 of the 38 
firms recently named by the 
Commerce Department as 
boycott participants. 

OPIC, meanwhile, insured $50 
million worth of overseas invest- 
ments for several of the com- 
panies including, Bank of 
America, Gulf and Western and 
the First National City Bank of 
New York.

“christoposomo,”’ is a large, 
round loaf decorated with scenes 
of the vineyard, farmyard, or 
other themes of the family’s life. 
It is surrounded on the table by a 
plate of corn, a glass of wine, 
dried fruit, garlands of garlic, 
and other good things of the land. 

With the family gathered 
around, the father crosses the 
bread with his knife, cuts it, and 
one by one, gives it to his family. 
Crumbs from the loaf are 
scattered in the orchard to in- 
crease the harvest and fed to the 
animals to protect them from 
disease.

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McNamara Accepts Role of Captain: 


(Editor’s Note: The following 
story on Tom McNamara, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Paul E. McNamara, 
6 Downing St., Andover, was 
written by Ted Ryan, Sports 
Editor of the Burlington (Vt.) 
Free Press, for publication in the 
University of Vermont hockey 
program.) 


There is no position on a 
hockey team more open to 
criticism than that of goalie. 
Should a forward err, the 
defenseman can cover up. Should 
a defenseman err, the goalie still 
can rectify the situation. Should 
the goalie err, well, the red lights 
signify his vincibility. 

“A goalie does have a lot of 
presure,’’ says Tom McNamara, 
this year’s Catamount captain. 
“But pressure? Well, I think I 
play better under pressure.” 

Two years ago, Tom 
McNamara showed how well he 
could play, under pressure or not. 
Though McNamara and Vermont 
both started slowly, both were 
among the best in the East by 
season’s end, Vermont’s first in 
Division I. 

Last year was something else. 
Once again, McNamara had ear- 
ly season difficulties. He 
recovered, but UVM didn’t, fail- 
ing to make the playoffs. 

“Starting slow is something 
new for me,”’ he says. ‘‘It’s only 
happened the last two years. 

“In my sophomore year, it just 
took time to adjust to the style of 
play. Last year, I didn’t play 
summer hockey (he did this 
year) and I thought I could just 
come in and put the pads on. I 
couldn’t,’’ he says. 

“By Christmas, I was totally 


‘dejected. The team was playing 


poorly and I was in a slump. The 
low point of my career had to be 
right before Christmas,’’ 
McNamara remembers. 

“TI talked with Dave Reece 
(former UVM goalie and cap- 
tain) and he stressed the need to 
concentrate every minute. I 
tried, and I think I played better 
the second half,’’ he says. 

Overconfidence, both on the 
part of McNamara and the team 
as a whole, contributed to UVM’s 
disappointing season. If Vermont 
doesn’t return to its 1974-75 ex- 
cellence, overconfidence won’t 
be a factor. 

“I view my role as captain as 
instilling the desire and spirit of 
two years ago. Last year, we 
didn’t play as a team, and we let 
come off-ice problems carry over 
onto the ice. We didn’t the year 
before,’’ says McNamara. 

“We were sky-high after every 
game two years ago, but last 
year, we looked past the so- 
called lesser teams. We lost 
some early games we shouldn’t 
have lost, and we started playing 
without confidence,”’ says 
McNamara. 

“Both years we had slow 
starts, and I think last year we 
kept waiting to start winning. We 
didn’t until it was too late,” says 
McNamara. “In St. Louis, we 
were thinking about where we 
would be rated when we won. We 
lost both games, and then we lost 
three games in the North Country 
tournament. 

“This year, we can’t look past 
the first few games. That could 
make the difference. We have to 
take every game one at a time. 
We can’t win the East if we don’t 
win the game,’’ explains 
McNamara. 

“I’ve given the role of captain 
a great deal of thought, and I 
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Tom McNamara 


have to keep everyone aware that 
every game counts. I have to be 
ready, every game. : 

“But I’m fortunate. We can’t 
have just one captain, really, and 
I have a great bunch of guys for 
classmates. I’d like to see each 
senior take a role as leader. They 
know the situation and can help 
the younger players,’ says 
McNamara. 

Certainly, much of Vermont’s 
Success will depend upon 
McNamara. At 5-11, 170, the 
senior resource economics and 
business major does not loom im- 
posing in the nets as did his 
predecessors, Reece, Steve 
Eckerson and John Kiely. 

But his ability to excel under

pressure and his quick glove im- 
pressively offset his lack of 
superior physical stature. 

“I have a lot of things to 
develop, but I’m not going to say 
what. I don’t want anyone 
reading about my weaknesses 
and then testing me,’’ remarks 
McNamara. ‘“‘Basically, I have to 
concentrate more.”’ 

“‘But when I’m hot, I have a 
good glove. I think a goalie can 
control a game with his glove. 
There aren’t any rebounds. You 
can keep the action going, or get 
the faceoff,’’ he adds. 

“But a goalie, more than any 
other player, goes hot and cold. 
Some nights, the puck hits a pad, 
a post, anything, and doesn’t go 
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in. Other nights, you’re in perfect 
position and the shot deflects in 
off a defenseman’s skate,’’ 
McNamara comments. ‘‘A goalie 
is the last line of defense, and 
everyone sees your mistakes 
very clearly.”’ 

‘But a goaslie isn’t any better . 
than his team. He has to work 
with the defensemen, and we 
didn’t start doing that until the 
second half last year,’’ he says. 

McNamara became a goalie 
out of necessity. 

“‘My brother Paul - he’s older - 
was a forward and he told me to 
get in the cage. Then he bom- \¢ 
barded me with tennis balls, Y ° 
Later, when I was about 10, my \¢ 
bantam team needed a goalie,”’ + 
says McNamara.

On top of that, neither the 
team nor I was playing well.” 

A return to sophomore ex- 
cellence would not only be a 
great value to Vermont but would 
enhance McNamara’s pro 
prospects.

Fund Use 
Opposed 


Essex county residents 
numbering 13,240 were among 
more than 149,000 Massachusetts 
voters who sent their state 
government a message today: 
Use all lottery proceeds to hold 
down local property taxes, not to 
pay for state programs. 

House Minority Leader Frank 
Hatch said this as he filed his in- 
itiative petition with the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Some 700 members of HALT 
(Homeowners Against Lottery 
Takeover) have gathered these 
‘signatures in every county of the 
state since August. While 
delivering the petitions to the 
Secreary we are delivering a loud 
and definite message to the 
Governor and to the legislature. 
We are letting them know that 
they can no longer balance the 
state’s books by stealing local aid 
money which belongs to the cities 
and towns. We want to force 
them to cut the state budget in- 
staed of raising revenue the easy 
way: by a backdoor local proper- 
ty tax increase. 

In an obvious response to our 
petition, the administration has 
reready announced that they will 
not ask for an extension of the 
diversion of the lottery numbers 
game beyond July. This was the 
original aim of the petition, and 
so we have succeeded in our in- 
tiial goal.
